Argument over the merits of a "wet" or "dry" Mill- 


wood dam is of secondary importance now that Magnolia 
and Texarkana and Hope have joined in a solid front for 
the Southwest Arkansas Water District. 


The important thing now is to let Washington have 
k the full impact of the weight and influence of this terri- • 


tory and its people, comprising the greatest segment of 
population, industry, and invested capital among the com- 
bined southwestern counties. 


That impact is achieved not by newspaper editorials 


but by the accomplished fact of thousands of citizens 
taking out membership in the Southwest Arkansas Water 
District and writing individual letters to their senators and 
congressman. Washington pretty well knows by this time 
how the various editors feel about Millwood; and this is 


rta where the individual citizen comes in—he's got to put the 


clincher on this issue by joining the Southwest Arkansas 
Water District now (a membership coupon is being publish- 
ed by newspapers throughout the area), and then writing 
his personal endorsement to. the congressman and sen- 
ators. 


Editors may help start something—and this writer 


has been "on" Millwood nearly a decade—but only the 
people can finish it. 


When you hear what we are up against in the way of 


•propaganda and distortion of obvious facts you'll recognize 


#•• the need of this appeal to citizens for memberships and 


letters to congress. 


Washington has been deluged with letters advocat- 


ing the upstream dams with water and a Millwood dam 
without water. It appears that a corps of typewriters was 
set up, turned out thousands of persuasive letters—and 
these were distributed for mass signing. But except for 
newspaper discussion Washington heard virtually nothing 
from the downstream area, where most of th j people live 
and where the major industries are domiciled. 


We who live downstream are, therefore, compelled 


to correct the record in Washington as to what the major- 
ity in southwest Arkansas really want, and to demonstrate 
that what we want is fair and just to all the people,whether... 
upstream or downstream. 


The original Corps of 
Engineers 
recommendation 


was for the development of the Little River Basin by a 
single large dam, Millv/ood-^and congress authorized its 
construction nearly a decade ago. 
• 
... 


Ever since that authorization the one-dam plan has 


been fought relentlessly by Dierks Forests, Inc., largest 
landowner in the region. As opposition continued throygh 
the years a sensible.compromise appeared. If tne'Tipstream 
intrests were genuinely desirous of obtaining reservoirs 
on Little River for municipal, industrial and agricultural 
water then reduce the size of Millwood by one-fourth and 
distribute the rest of 
the 
flood-containment 
capacity 


among six new upstream dams. 


Thus there would be water for all. 
.But apparently someone upstream is more interested 


in blocking any development of Little River than in assur- 
ing water reserves for all the people, both upstream and 
downstream—and is implementing that filibuster by de- 
manding reservoirs with real water behind their gates, 
upsream, but a "dry" Millwood downstream. 


What you ore looking at is the old, familiar story of 


the Western movie—one large landowner battling to keep 
the people away from the water-hole, stifling growth and 
paralyzing progress. And progress in our time is infinitely 
more dependent on water reserves than it was in the days 
of the Frontier when water's main role was to maintain 
cattle. 


Does this not suggest to you that Dierks' role in stir- 


ring up the people north of here is somewhat more sinister 
than a mere attempt to hold on to its timberland? Isn't it 
possible that Dierks, unwilling to develop industry up- 
stream—after promising that area a paper mill it finally 
put it in Pine Bluff 200 miles away—is trying to keep out 
competition from new industries by literally cutting their 
water off?

ness of not smoking . . . 
I 


Nearly a year has elapsed since 


I lit my last cigarette. 
It 
stiil 


seems like a miracle, difficult to 
believe after 25 years of 
heavy 


puffing. I don't 
intend to start 


again. 


However, the subject of -this es- 


say is not "How 1 Stopped Smok- 
ing." 


It is, rather, that the benefits of 


not smoking may be greatly over- 
rated. 


As I understand it, each of 
us 


is a special little chemical works, 
different in 
some 
details 
from 


fvcry other. What is harmful 
to 


one person may have little or no 
effect on another. So doctors are 
by no means in n<;reemenl about 
the effects of tobacco. 


My experience, 
for what it's 


worth, has been this— 


I don't 
find 
that I 
worry 


now, 
have more energy nor sleep 


more soundly. 
My 
disposition 


hasn't improved. And writing a 
simple 
declarative English sen- 


tence is still likely to be an ob- 
stacle bigger than Mt. 
Everest. 


In other words, I feel pretty 


much as I did when I was smok- 
ing. 


Then why stop? 
Well, there was an illness 


doctor's advice. 


However, he is 
among 
those 


physicians who believe that, used 
in moderation, tobacco eases ten 


we do not 
have to be 


told there is a serious water shor- 
tage. The City of Hope drills 
a 


new water well just about every 
three years at a cost of thousands 
of dollars. In 1955 we used on an 
average 85,000 gallons more water 
per day-than we did in 1954.. 


"In 1952 the Arkansas farmer

his livestock 
suffered 


and hardships resulted for every- 
one. The same thing happened in.

more 
water; 


municipal and other 
public de- 


mands 75 percent more water; 
and thirsty industry will 
demand 


92 percent greater 
consumption 


than it does today. 


"It is undeniable that water is 


our most 
precious 
asset. 
We 


sometimes forget that almost ev- 
ery item which we produce or use 
in daily living requires an abund- 
ant supply of raw water. It takes 
18 barrels of water to refine 
a 


barrel of oil; 115 gallons of water 
to produce a pound of cotton or a 
pound of beef. 


"And this 
brings us 
down to 


Millwood Dam. Congress first au- 
thorized Millwood in 1946 for flood 
control purposes, following 
the 


great floods of the previous year. 
Opposition developed. Years pass- 
ed. The doubts came. Hardships 
resulted. 


"A resurvey was made of Mill- 


wood, and the latest report of the 
U. S.|engineers is for six smaller 
dams upstream, with Millwood 
cut 25 percent in size and recom- 
mended for a dry dam, its gates 
to be left open, 
except in time 


of flood threats. 
"I have studied this project from 


all angles, but have been unable to 
find any justification for building 
a 55 million-dollar Millwood and 
leaving it dry, with no water for 
municipal, industrial or 
agricul- 


tural purposes. 


"They say there is some opposi- 


tion by upstream interests to 
a 


wet Millwood, but I am like the 
editor of the Texarkana Gazette . 
. . . when you speak of upstream 
interests 
you speak 
mainly of 


Dierks Lumber and Coal 
Com- 


pany period," the speaker declar-

Dierks controls 108 millions 
of 


acres of timberland in midwestern 
Arkansas counties and Southeast

Tax Seizure of Communist 
Daily Worker Was Idea of 
New York Collector Alone

WASHINGTON I/P) — Donald R. 


Moysey, a new tax collector for 
the 
Internal 
Revenue 
Service, 


seems to have left his bosses be- 
wildered with his sudden raid on 
[he Communists to try to get back 
tax money out of them. 


At least '"they gave that appear- 


once. 


This was a more sudden 
and 


drastic step than any undertaken 
by the Truman administration or 
by anyone in the Eisenhower ad- 
ministration up to this time. Bth 
had worked steadily to put 
a 


halter on the Communists through 
long court action. 


Moysey was quoted by the reve- 


nue service's main office here a£ 
saying he hacl thought up the idea 
himself. For years he had worked 
as an auditor in the main office. 


On Feb. 7 he was made director 


for the Lower Manhattan District 
in New York. There yesterday he 
seized — for back taxes — the 
Communist 
party 
headquarters, 


its assets and records, 
and its 


newspaper, the Daily Worker. 


Simultaneously across the coun- 


try other directors did the same 
thing to Communist party offices 
in Philadelphia, C h i c a g o , San 
Francisco and Los Angeles. The 


the party, $40,000 for the 
paper. 


The Daily Worker says it operates 
at a loss. 


Moysey's boss Russell C. Har- 


rington, commissiner of 
internal 


revenue, was asked for an expla- 
nation. He told me he could give 
none until he had learned the de- 
tails.
